LisBon, Jan. 14.—[By Cable and Associ- 
ated Press.| The government has sent a 
circular note to the powers relative to the 
dispute with England.

Salisbury, but submitted her ultimatum on 
the mere report that Maj. Serpa Pinto had 
disobeyed the telegraphic orders sent him 
by the Portuguese government in compli- 
ance with the wishes of Salisbury.

Pinto, they say, quitted .Nyassaland and 
the Shire district three weeks ago, some 
time prior to the sending of the orders, and 
is now sick at Mozambique. ‘The note 
further says that Senhor Gomez never al- 
luded to arbitation during the negotiations, 
but suggested throughout the holding of an 
international conference to settle the difli- 
culty.

The exhibits wiil be placed in cases 
around the walls and on long tables. 
All of the Southern California coun- 
ties outside of Los Angeles will have 
an equal block of space, while Los An- 
geles county will have space tor each 
section of the county that desires to 
come into the arrangement. Citrus 
fruits can be kept on exhibition eight 
months in the year, while canned 
fruits, wines, brandies,. dried fruits 
and numerous other products can be 
kept there all the time. It is believed 
by the board of directors that one of 
the finest permanent exhibits that was 
_ established can be kept up in this 
city. 

At present visitors have a very poor 
chance to judge of the products of 
Southern California, for the reason 
that they can exumine nothing but the 
display made by fruit dealers, etc., and 
everybody knows that the average fruit 
dealer keeps an inferior quality of 
fruit. Most of the fine fruit is shipped 
and the home people are required to 
eat the fruit that cannot be marketed 
anywhere else. This is one reason 
why one hears eastern people remark 
after examining a fruit stand: “I don’t 
believe the fruits we saw back Eas 
came from California.” 

‘The ‘chamber proposes to do away 
with this, and it hopes,in the near 
future, to be able to convince eastern 
people that Southern California does 
not have to resort to trickery.

govern the present generation. 

His first lecture was devoted to a 
definition of the law. He quoted the 
definitions of the past, which makes 
law the expression of legislative will, 
and held that all of the definitions are 
inadequate to express the moderri*idea. 
He said that his idea will develop in 
the course of his lectures will crown 
them, in fact, at the end of his course.

THE Lynwood dairy, near ‘Compton, 
is one of the most extensive in South- 


@rn California. It 1s on the ranch for- 


- merly known as the Shields place, just 
east of Lynwood Station, of the South- 
ern Pacitic Raijway. and is 
Messrs. Sessions & Bigelow. 
have 327 ucres of land, extensive buite 
ings and the most complete machinery. 
Their buildings, 14 in number, are ail 
neatly painted or whitewashed, and 
orm quite a village. They include a 
mery, three cow stables, three bull 
and horsé barns, an implement and 
wagon-huuse, lodging-house, two hay 
‘barns, blacksmith aud carpenter shops, 
family residence and dwelling tor 
help. The creamery is 42x80 
eet. in size,- and contains a 
15-horse-power engine, a coaling-roém, 
with double concrete walls, and the 
separating-room, in which is the 90- 
barrel De Laval separator and the 
power butter-worker. The three cow 
stables are one story. 832x136, with 
stanchions for nearly 200 cows, . The 
two bay barns have a capacity of 700 
to 800 tons of loose hay, and all appli- 
ances for handling it by machiuery. 
The hay is cut into half-inch lengtbs 
by a steam cutter, and ted to the cows 
‘mixed with bran and moistened with 
water. Beets and pumpkins are also 
fed. The cows are milked at 
3 a.m. and 1 p.m. Each milker, 
‘after filling his two buckets, 
takes them to the creamery where he 
_ empties them into the top of a large 
tank, straining the milk through a 
perforated strainer and four thick- 
nesses of cloth. From this are filled 
the cans for transportation to the city. 
What is not sold ag milk goes to the 
separator, revolving 7500 a minute, 
where the warm milk and cream are 
instantly separated—the skim milk 
running into tanks to be fed to pigs 
and calves, while the cream is caug 
in cans, and what is not sold us such is 
made into butter. Besides their own 
milk the firm use largely of that bought 
of the neighboring farmers. Three 
things are noticeable in this brief synop- 
sis of the conduct - alargeand success- 
ful dairy farm: 1. That it pays better 
to sell the milk or the. cream than to 
make it into butter, even at our liberal 
-butter prices, as is evidenced by the 
fact that they dispose in that way of 
all that they can. 2. That they pro- 
vide the very best food and water for 
the animals. 8. That the animals are 
well housed and cared for, and receive 
every attention for their comfort— 
points that cannot fail to benefit all 
who are wise enough to apply them to 
their own business. More than this, 
the firm utilizes all the manure and 
offal of every kind—many-: hundreds of 
loads—in the enriching of the orchard 
and other farming ground, on the cor- 
rect principle that drafts from a bank 
must be offset by equal deposits.

expensive lessons. 

If the poultry-raisers here would 
confine themselves to certain months 
in the year, and the many beginners 
would start out right, in those months, 
there would be many less failures and 
many more make a success of supply- 
ing this country with home-grown 
poultry. I mean to say, and wish to 
be distinctly understood, that there 
are months in the year when no 
one ever has or ever will, un- 
less @ radical change in our climate 
takes place, makes a success of raising 
chickens. If the people understood 
this better and would devote their 
time to ducks in those months and 
chickens, turkeys, etc., at other times, 
they could undoubtedly make a suc: 
cess of the business, or if they, do not 
wish to raise the ducks they can so ar- 
range their business that they can 


skip entirely this part-of-the year and | 


continue to make their expenses; but I 
have found the ducks by far the more 
profitable.

|NOW HERE OR COMING ? | 


THE OPINIONS OF LOCAL PHY. 
SICIANS ON “LA GRIPPE.” 


Is the Genuine Article in Pasadena? 
—A Diversity of Opinion on the 
Effect of Climatic Conditions, 


Is there a genuine case of la gri 

grippe 
in Pasadena? Is the disease likely to 
become prevalent here? Are the local 
climatic conditions antagonistic to its 
spread? Such questions..the physi- 
cians of town are called upon to 
answer daily, and much interest at- 
taches to the answers given, for the 
alarming reports of the prevalency and 
fatal effects of the disease in the East 
have scared numerous Pasadenians, 
who want to know how to keep‘out of 
its grip, and how to keep la grippe out 
of town, if it isn’t here already. : 
_ With a view of eliciting all possible 
information on the subject a Tims 
reporter sallied forth yesterday morn- 
ing in quest of physicians to learn their 
views on the subject. As is well 
Known, the doctors in Pasadena are 
legion, and the newspaper man found 
it impossible to make the complete cir- 
cuit. He, however, visited as many 
as he had time allowed him, picking 
out the first ones he ran across, The 
views of the various medical men 
spoken to follow. While the opinions 
differ somewhat, they throw much 
light on anow interesting subject and 
are likely to be read by old and young. 

Dr. J. M. Radebaugh said: While 
numerous cases of influenza have come 
under my notice, I do not consider the 
disease here the true type of the Rus- 
sian malady—nothing more than the 
ordinary influenza, which is met with 
yearly. I see no reason why we may 
not expect to have the disease here, 
and my opinion is that climatic con- 
ditions have little effect upon its 
ogg or violence, except that it is 

ikely to prevail to a greater extent in 
a wet climate than iu a dry one. 

Dr. F. F. Rowland: Idon’t think 
there is a genuine case of la grippe in 
town. Many patients think they have 
it when they are only suffering~trom 
ordinary influenza, more or less severe. 
I regard the climate of California as 
an important factorin keeping off the 
malady, and feel sure it will not be as 
severe here as it has been in the Kast. 

Health Officer McAllister: There 
are a few cases of la grippe here 
now and more are coming. 
The. germs. of the disease are 
inthe air. In the rotation of the 
earth on its axis we are liable to run 
across some of the infected atmos- 
phere, no matter how much it may be 
modified by various currents. Climate 
has comparatively little to do with 
warding off the affection. ) 

Dr. Swearingen: I don’t believe you 
can find a genuine case of la grippe in 
the city at the present time, but I 
fully expect to see it before many days

The views of Dr. Newman have al- 
ready been expressed in a paper read 
by him at a recent meeting of the 
Medical Society, and subsequently 
ublished in part. in THe Times. Dr. 
ewman’s view of the matter in brief 
is that there are some _ 
cases of la grippe, although none have 
come undér his personal observation, 
and that the malady will undoubtedly 
prevail here before long to a greater 


extent. 

Dr. Philbrook said: ‘I am of the 
opinion that there are an. unusual 
number of cases of a mild form of in- 
fluenza in town, but I do not think 
that they can be properly classed as 
la grippe. The disease is likely to pre- 
vail here to a greater or less extent. 
I am not sure that the climate has 
much to do with it, but the malady 
has undoubtedly been of a severer and 
more pronounced type east of the 
Rockies.”’ 

Dr. Michener: The majority of the 
so-called cases of la grippe in town are, 
I think, forms of the ordinary influ- 
enza that are found here each winter. 
One of my patients was, however, seri-. 
ously ill tor a time with the ailment, 
but is now convalescent. The genuine 
article will probably be with us ina 
short time, but I think the climate of 
Southern California is decidedly aguinst 
its prevalence to a harmful extent, 

Dr. Green: I have three patients 
down with la grip The disease, I 
think, is generally misunderstood. It 
is simply a severe cold, complicated 
with neuralgic or rheumatic troubles, 
and unless other complications ensue, 
it seldom proves fatal. ‘The malady is 
sure to come this way, and the chmatic 
conditions will have but little effect 
upon it. 

Dr. Van Slyck: While there are but 
few if any cases of la grippe in Pasa- 
dena now, I don’t see how we are go- 
ing to escape. The disease has reached 
the Pacific Coast, and before many 
days have gone by we are likely to see 
it here. The climate bas not much to 
do with it. | 
Dr. Arthur: I haye just returned 
from an eastern trip, and am not there-- 
fore prepared to say whether or not 
la grippe is in our community. While 
I believe-it will prevail here in a mild. 


climate has:littie or no effect upon the 
ase. 
3 Sherk: I don’t believe there are 
any cases in town at present. If the 
malady reaches here, as it 18 likely to 
do, there is no cause for apprehension. 
In a placescattered out as Pasadena 
is there is little chance for-it to spread, 
nor is it likely to exist in as severé a 
form as at points further east. 
Dr. Mohr explained to the reporter 
that la grippe was the popular “French 
term of the disease, and that in every 
day English it means “the grip, 
so-called from the feeling the patient 
experiences in his throat, some- 
thing similar in effect to that 
‘produced by whooping cough.
